No conditions are Imposed in an of­ 
fer of good offices, consequently the 
reply from Mexico C ity was not ex­ 
pected to deal with conditions.

plans and 
make 
know n 
how 
they 
propose to 
use ti1'; good offices which have been 
accepted. 
Tt was Suggested that they probably 
will ask the Washington and Mexico 
City governments for statements as to 
what each would demand in the event 
formal 
mediation 
were 
undertaken, 
and that on the nature of tile re- j 
sponscs to tills request will depend 
the proposals next to he submitted. 
Unofficial advices from Mexico City 
already 
had 
made 
it virtually cer­ 
tain that General Huerta w ill accept 
the offer of the peace envoys, but the 
formal announcement tended 
to re­ 
lieve further the slackening tension 
of the crisis. 
The news was given to 
President Wilson, who expressed him­ 
self as greatly 
pleased, 
though he 
would make no further comment. 


W ill Avoid Embarrassment. 


W h ite 
House 
officials 
let 
It 
be 
known that they are earnetly desirous 
of aiding the South Am erican diplo­ 
mats in every way possible and that 
no announcements as to points that 
w ill be insisted upon by the United 
States will be made or anything else 
done at this time which might embar­ 
rass their efforts. 
Throughout official and diplomatic 
circles the belief was expressed that 
the success of the peacemakers so far 
necessity w ill have a favorable ef­ 
fect 
upon the situation; 
that even 
though 
their efforts 
ultim ately 
fail 
indirect diplomatic communication be­ 
tween 
the 
United 
States and 
the 
Huerta government has been restored 
temporarily and the chance of a bet­ 
ter understanding infinitely improved. 
The receipt of H uerta’s reply fol­ 
lowed close upon the disclosure in 
Washington of the fact that England, 
France and Germany have been exert­ 
ing great pressure upon him to con­ 
sent to a peaceful settlement of the 
present difficulties. 
The most inter­ 
esting feature of this disclosure, how­ 
ever, was the fact that the European 
powers had been urged by Secretary 
Bryan to use their good offices in 
support of the efforts of the South 
Am erican countries. 


Suspicious of Carranza. 


W h ile H uerta’s reply has tended to 
strengthen the hope of this govern­ 
ment in the mediation plan officials 
here are still in the dark as to what 
would be the attitude of Carranza. 
The note of the three South Am eri­ 
can diplomats was dispatched to Car­ 
ranza from Washington, but ne re­ 
ply has been received. 
Uneasiness 
was created by the statements attrib­ 
uted to Carranza’s representatives in 
Washington, that he never will as­ 
sent to enter into a mediation pro­ 
gram for the settlement of Mexico’s 
Internal differences. 
There were indications here that 
the United States w ill not dally with 
Cafranza on this subject. 
It would 
not surprise many here if a refusal 
by Carranza would be met by this 
government with overtures to Villa. 
Villa has been outspoken in his ef­ 


forts to please the administration aud 
to placate t-he feeling that has been 
aroused in Northern Mexico as a re­ 
sult of tho seisure of Vera Cruz. Car­ 
ranza, on the other hand, has been 
sulky and verging on a spirit of de­
